Winter continues rampage

An Arctic cold wave today left Florida’s multi-million-dollar citrus and vegetable 
crops in shambles. Frost glazed auto windshields and slicked streets in Miami and 
temperatures tumbled to record-breaking lows across the South — including an all- 
time low of 27 at West Palm Beach. 
Light snow fell across much of the Midwest, Great Lakes states, the Ohio Valley 
and the southern Appalachians. A slight warmup spread through the midlands but 
thousands of winter-locked communities were hit by new fuel and power shortages. 
Parade watchers lined up along Washington’s Pennsylvania Avenue and on the 
frozen Capitol inaugural grounds in heavy togs, blankets and even sleeping bags to 
see Jimmy Carter become president and ride in triumph to the White House. Early 
morning temperatures in the capital were in the low 20s. 
Florida Citrus Commissioner William Edwards estimated the state was losing 40 
per cent of its orange crop in the January blast that put snow on Miami Tuesday. The 


Sunshine State today had record lows of 23 at Daytona Beach, 26 at Tampa, 31 at 
Miami and a chill 48 at Key West. Orlando tied its all-time low with 20 degrees. 


The crop disaster threatened to push prices for citrus fruit and juices sky high. 
Fishermen feared the cold wave also might doom much of Florida’s inshore fish and 
marine animal population. 
New Orleans also had a record-breaker for the date—24. 


The Coast Guard officially closed the Mississippi River to navigation from just 
below St. Louis to Cairo, 111., for the first time since the 1930s. 
Peoples Gas Co. in Chicago made new reductions in natural gas deliveries to 
business firms, forcing new layoffs. Two southern Louisiana utility companies 
warned consumers to turn off electric dishwashers, clothes dryers and other nones­ 
sential appliances or face blackouts. More than 120,000 persons were out of work 
across the South

Carter assumed the awesom e burdens of 
the 
American presidency today and 
began his term as “ the p eo p le’s 
president” by walking the 1.2 m ile in­ 
augural parade route from the Capitol to 
the White House. 
To the delight of perhaps as many as a 
quarter-million 
persons 
lining 
Penn­ 
sylvania avenue and the obvious chagrin 
of the Secret Service escort. Carter 
abandoned his limousine and strode 
down the middle of the avenue hand in 
hand with his wife, Rosalynn 
The temperature was in the high 20 s 
and 15 mile-an-hour winds ruffled their 
hair as they waved and smiled to the hap­ 
py crowd in bright sunshine 
Minutes after he assumed the nation’s 
highest office. Carter sounded a populist 
tone, asking Americans to join him in a 
renewed search for 
"humility, mercy 
and justice ” 
The Georgia dirt farmer who rose 
from political obscurity a year ago to the 
nation's highest office, became the 39th 
President in a simple ceremony almost 
as old as the country. 
In a populist inaugural speech to a 
crowd o f nearly 100.000 Jammed in fro n t 
of the Capitol and a national television 


audience, the 52-year-old President said 
his administration and the nation’s third 
century would be marked with “a new 
beginning a 
new dedication...a 
new 
spirit.” 
‘‘A President may sense and proclaim 
that new spirit,” he said without the 
famous Carter sm ile, “ but only a people 
can provide it.” 
Chief Ju stice Warren Burger ad­ 
ministered the oath to Carter at 12; 03 
p m , EST. just minutes after House 
Speaker Thomas P 
O’Neill swore in 
Minnesotan Walter F. Mondale as the 
nation's 42nd vice president. 
His right hand on the Bible given him 
by his mother, the first Democratic 
President in eight years intoned the 
same 35-word oath of every chief ex­ 
ecutive since George Washington in 
1789—swearing to “preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitution of the United 
States.” 
Although forecasters had predicted

clouds and possible snow flurries, it was 
a brilliant winter day and a bright sun 
shown on the white marble Capitol and 
colorful throng outside 
Carter wore a topcoat to guard against 
the chilly 25-degree temperatures, but 
outgoing President Ford and Vice P resi­ 
dent Nelson Rockefeller were among the 
few wearing only suits. Ford joked good 
naturedly about w earing long un­ 
derwear 
Ford, who was priased by Carter in his 
speech for “all he has done to heal our 
land,” flew off to California and retire­ 
ment immediately after the ceremony. 
Despite the cold, thousands packed 
along Pennsylvania Avenue to watch the 
new President return to the White House 
and w itness the 2 1* hour inaugural 
parade with its 400 horses, floats from 
every state in the union and 15.000 
marchers

brother Billy, three sons and 9-year-old 
daughter Amy—all members of the clan 
who campaigned tirelessly for a year on 
his upset road to the White House. 
They arranged to watch the parade 
from an enclosed, solar heated review­ 
ing stand in front of the White House. 
Four years ago, when Richard Nixon 
took the oath for a second time, Carter 
was an obscure governor of Georgia and 
Mondale a junior senator. As such they 
had seats far back in the inaugural plat­ 
form 
Today, Carter stood at the front of the 
podium, where he could see what harried 
Capitol Police called a crowd of “at least 
150,000 ” 
The Georgian, elected by the in­ 
congruous coalition of southerners and 
blacks the nation over, broke no new 
ground in his speech. He outlined “goals 
and hopes,” but did not suggest specific 
solutions to the multitude of domestic 
and international problems facing the 
new administration. 
“ We cannot afford to do everything.” 
he warned. “ Nor can we afford to lack 
boldness as we m eet the future.” 
He rattled no sabres and sent no open 
nMMWMM to America’s allies and foes 
ov ersea s, sayin g sim p ly that U .S. 
military strength must be “so sufficient 
that it need never be proven in com bat.” 
“ I join in the hope that when my time 
as your president has ended, people 
might say this about our nation: that we 
... renewed our search for humility, 
mercy and justice,” Carter said. “ And 
that we had enabled our people to be 
proud of their own government once 
again ” 
True to his informal nature, he was 
sworn in as President Jimmy Carter — 
not Jam es Earl 
Carter Jr., as he was 
born He thus became the first American 
President not to use his formal name. 
The Carter family arrived about 10 
minutes before the official procession. 
“ Miss Lillian” was applauded by the 
dignatanes on the platform when she 
arrived She stood bareheaded, her white 
hair waving in the breeze.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gerald R. 
Ford left the nation’s capital today for 
retirement after serving his country for 
nearly three decades as a congressman, 
vice president and president 
A crowd of about 300 persons were on 
hand at Andrews Air Force Base. Md., to 
watch Ford depart for Monterey, Calif., 
where he will play in a golf tournament 
Friday, his first full day as a private 
citizen after serving as president for 
almost 29 months. 
He took off at 1:14 p.m. EST. aboard a 
blue-and-white jet in the presidential 
fleet. Some in the crowd carried signs 
reading “Thank You, Jerry” and “ Good 
Luck.” 
Before departing. Ford, and his pop­ 
ular wife, Betty, carrying a bouquet of 
roses, walked with former Vice Presi­ 
dent Nelson Rockefeller and his wife, 
Happy, to a sm all platform on the air­ 
port runway A military band broke into 


the traditional 
“ Ruffles and Flouri­ 
shes” and then, as a 21-gun salute was 
fired, the band played the national 
anthem. 
A red carpet was laid at the base of the 
stairway leading up to the plane that 
President Carter provided to take the 
Fords, along with a skeletal staff, to 
California. 


Earlier on Capitol Hill, hundreds of 
people crowded on the lawn below the 
west front of the Capitol building to see 
Ford leave in his helicopter They gave 
police and troops surrounding the craft 
an anxious moment when they surged 
forward as Ford approached 


Ford said farewell to senior aides 
and Cabinet m em bers at a White House 
breakfast. He also drank coffee with 
Carter in the executive mansion and then 
rode with his successor to the Capitol for 
the swearing in ceremony.

Collective bargaining, school financing 
and the fundamental school concept will 
be key issues in the burgeoning school 
board race if responses of candidates 
Wednesday are any indication of the 
future. 
Eight of the nine candidates were on 
hand in La Honda School as principal 
Charles McElmurry opened the PTA’s 
in form al foru m , fir s t of se v e r a l 
scheduled throughout 
Lompoc Valley. 
On hand were Donald R Adams, Robert 
M. Coe, Dorothy M Liss, Larry G. Mc- 
Cammon, Alberta Morgan, Karen Rush, 
William S Sumner and Ed Walsh. Only 
Jeffrey D Day was absent. 
Voters will go to the polls on March 8 
to elect two of their number to seats on 
Lompoc Unified School District Board of 
Trustees. 
Adams wants to establish better lines 
of communication between the board and 
the community He said there was a lot 
of discontent with the board’s action in 
closing two schools, and that he thinks he 
can bring the two factions back together 
agair*. 


Coe believes his long background in 
business and community work will be 
valuable aid in helping the board cope 
with financial problems and collective 
bargaining. 


Liss cites her work in the schools as a 
volunteer and her consistent attendance 
at school board m eetings during the past 
two years as preparation for dealing 
with the multiple problems of the dis­ 
trict. She urged as others did for the 
community to support the current needs 
assessm ent effort. 
McCammon favors stricter discipline 


in the schools and believes the board 
should review the “quality of education 
per cost.” 
Morgan cited her frequent candidacy 
in elections and said she would be an in­ 
dependent member of the board. 
Rush was critical of the education in 
the district particularly in terms of 
reading instruction and said she would 
oppose any new taxes. 
S um ner c r itic iz e d e x p e r im e n ta l 
educational programs, favored strong 
discipline and boosted the value of 
vocational education. 
Walsh favors giving more educational 
assistance to the average student and 
would give top priority to the Three Rs. 
McCammon, Rush and Sumner were 
outspoken in favor of a fundamental 
school, while Adams, Coe, Liss, Morgan 
and Walsh said they would consider 
proposals for an alternative school. 
Most of the candidates expressed con­ 
cern for discipline problems in the 
schools.

Charlotte Benton stunned her fellow members of the Lom­ 
poc City Council Tuesday night by reporting that it was 
necessary to write off $100,000 in utility bill payments in the 
last two years because of skip-outs.

The present deposit required of new customers is $20. but 
this is not sufficient to cover situations where customers 
move away without paying their bills which may be in 
arrears by as much as two months. She suggested an in­ 
crease in the deposit, which is refunded to the customer 
after one year. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers noted that some utilities 
require customers to pay for one month’s service in advance 
and that many rental agreements require the first and last 
month's rent to be paid in advance.

that this already is done, but that the recovery percentage is 
small. 
Assistant City Administrator Bob Livingston elaborated on 
that aspect of the situation today. He said that the $100.000 
write-off, which covered a period of the last two to two-and- 
a-half years, represented those cases that were turned over 
to a collection agency. 
The city gets only about 10 to 20 per cent of the amount 
recovered by collection agency efforts, he said. 
At Mrs. Benton’s request, the council asked the staff to in­ 
vestigate the situation and bring in proposals for minimizing 
the city’s losses in such cases of non-payment of bills. 
Also at Mrs. Benton’s request, Wahlers and City Attorney 
Alan Davidson provided an update on the city’s liability in­ 
surance situation, which is continuing on a month-to-month 
basis. 
Wahlers said the premium with the present carrier 
amounts to $278,000 a year. 
Davidson said one bid had been received on a new policy 
and that others were expected within a few days. 
“We are hoping for a program to em erge that will bring 
considerable savings.” Davidson said, adding that the city 
also is looking into the possibility of self-insurance for both 
liability and workers’ compensation,

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Nicaragua fungus 
adds to java woe

F irst it was frostbite in 
Brazil, now it’s fungus in 
Nicaragua 
As a result. Molly Williams 
may have to go right on recycl- 
ing 
c o ffe e 
grounds 
in 
Poughkeepsie and Mario Flotta 
may lose his battle to keep sell­ 
ing espresso at 50 cents a cup in 
New York City’s Greenwich 
Village where the coffee house 
is almost a way of life. 
One event after another has 
spurred already rearing coffee 
prices to renewed frenzy over 
the past week, and Wednesday, 
even as American supermarket 
executives flew to Brazil for a 
first-hand look at frost-stricken 
plantations, the Nicaraguan 
government announced discov­ 
ery of "roya" — the red blight 
— in its coffee crop. 
Officials in Managua said the 
killer fungus already has eaten 
its way through 200 acres of cof­ 
fee trees outside the capital, 
and that 8.400 acres may have 
to be burned off to keep it from 
spreading to the rest of Central 
America’s $1.5 billion coffee 
crop 
Brazil compounded the coffee 
crisis Tuesday by boosting ex­ 
port tariffs from $100 to $103 
per 132-pound bag, and. in reac­ 
tion to growing outrage over 


rising prices, invited executives 
from 23 Am erican super­ 
markets and coffee brokers to 
see 
the 
s itu a tio n 
fo r 
themselves 
The executives, hosted by 
Hills Brothers Coffee, Inc., the 
third largest American proces­ 
sor. were briefed by Brazilian 
Coffee Institute director Delau- 
ro Baumgratz before they left 
for their inspection tour. He 
said his country’s stocks of cof­ 
fee beans dropped from 
65.342.000 sacks in 1965 to 
7.124.000 sacks last month as a 
result of the 1975 freeze that 
destroyed 73.5 per cent of 
Brazil’s crop. That — not greed 
— he said, was responsible for 
the 220.16 per cent rise in retail 
prices in the United States. 


Back in Poughkeepsie, N.Y., 
housewife Molly Williams was 
less interested in statistics than 
in a way to maintain her four- 
pot-a-day habit without appeal­ 
ing to the finance company. 
Borrowing a gambit from 
World War II rationing days, 
she now runs the grounds 
through her coffee pot twice — 
drying them out between per­ 
colations 


“ It’s nothing spectacular,’’ 
she said of the recycled brew, 
“ but I've tasted worse ” 


Italy expected to 
ok abortion bill 


ROM E (U P I) - The Cham­ 
ber of Deputies has approved 
the first three articles of a 
historic abortion bill that is ex­ 
pected to pass in full this week 
The articles passed Wednes­ 
day included clauses that would 
make a woman the sole judge 
on whether she should have an 
abortion 


Further 
article-by-article 
voting on the Vatican-opposed 
bill was scheduled today and 
politicians predicted the entire 
measure will pass by Friday. 


It would then go to the Senate 
where there is a similar pro- 
abortion majority 


Under the sections approved 
Wednesday, any woman fearing 
that childbirth would hurt her 
physical or mental health is 
free to go to a doctor of her 
choice during the first 90 days 
of pregnancy and request an 
abortion 


She would be required to 
state her reasons for the 
request, which can range from 
poor health to poverty, social or 
family conditions, the circum­ 
stances of conception or fear of 
giving birth to a malformed ba­ 
by 


After investigating the case 
and meeting with the prospec­ 


tive father, the doctors would 
only be allowed to demand that 
the woman think it over for a 
week If she still insists on an 
abortion after a week, she 
would be entitled to it at public 
expense 
The Christian Democrats of 
Premier Giulio Andreotti. try­ 
ing to water down the bill after 
failing to kill it. filed a number 
of amendments to the measure 
But they did not bring it up as a 
vote of confidence that could 
break their truce with the Com­ 
munists and topple the govern­ 
ment at a time of rising infla­ 
tion 
Consumer prices have been 
rising more than 20 per cent a 
vear and government statisti­ 
cians said Wednesday the in­ 
crease rate of wholesale prices 
was 31.9 per cent annually, the 
highest in the non-Communist 
world 
The Communists, and other 
parties that have kept the 
government in power through 
their neutrality on economic is­ 
sues. support the abortion bill. 
The only support for the 
Christian Democrats' anti­ 
abortion stand comes from two 
right wing opposition groups, 
the Italian Social Movement 
and National Democracy. 


13 crewmen missing 
from sunken freighter 


M IAM I (U P I) - A Coast 
Guard cutter, a helicopter and a 
merchant vessel searched the 
Gulf of Mexico today for 13 
crewmen missing from the 
Panamanian freighter Ukola, 
which broke in half in heavy 
seas Wednesday and sank. 
Only the captain and two 
crewmen have been found 
alive Seven bodies were seen 
floating in the water but the 
rough seas and 25 knot winds 
prevented recovery of the dead.

Gasoline price decontrol 
move by Ford may be dead 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
President Ford’s Inauguration- 
eve proposal for gasoline price 
decontrol appears doomed. 
Congressional leaders are up 
in arms over the plan’s possible 
inflationary impact and the 
timing of its announcement So 
is the Energy Action Commit­ 
tee, a consumer lobby. 
Members of Jimmy Carter’s 
staff won’t talk about the new 
president’s stand on the matter 
But there is no indication 
Carter will fight Congress over 
an issue he did not raise, one 
that might make him appear to 
support industry over con­ 
sumers 


Ford, acting Wednesday 
through the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration, submitted his gas­ 
oline decontrol proposal to 
Congress almost 24 hours 
before surrendering the presi­ 
dency 
Acting FE A chief Gorman 
Smith termed the existing price 
controls “ goofy, inefficient, un­ 
necessary ” He said consum­ 
ers will find gasoline prices 5 or 
6 cents a gallon higher by this 
summer under any circum­ 
stances. and removing the con­ 
trols will have no effect. 
Critics, however, have said 
decontrol could drive prices up 
an extra 5 to 8 cents per gallon 


Ford s proposal was designed 
to take effect March 1 unless 
either the House or the Senate 
vetoed it within 15 days. 
There was instant opposition 
from Congress. 


Chairman Harley Staggers of 
the House Commerce Commit­ 
tee called for his energy sub­ 
committee on energy to start 
an immediate investigation of 
the effects of Ford s plan. He 
said he will introduce a resolu­ 
tion to block decontrol 


Rep John Dingell, D-Mich , 
the subcommittee chairman, 
said the Staggers resolution 
“ already has 100 co-sponsors.’’ 


Ford's 'modified' amnesty move 
brings both praise, criticism

But in a move that brought as 
much criticism as praise, he of­ 
fered an honorable discharge to 
several hundred deserters who 
were wounded or decorated for 
valor in Southeast Asia 
Ford had promised Mrs Jane 
Hart that he would consider her 
request for blanket amnesty as 
a memonal to her late husband. 
Sen 
Philip Hart, D-Mich. 
However. Wednesday’s limited 
response was anticipated 
Mrs. Hart called the action 
“ a step in the right direction 
but unhappily a small one 
“ I am disappointed with his 
decision and disappointed, too. 
that he seems to have met only 
with those who opposed uncon­ 
ditional amnesty and never 
with those who supported it,” 
she said 


Organizations with polar 
views on the subject were 
equally unhappy with the deci­ 
sion 


The National Council for 
Universal 
and 
Unconditional 
Amnesty, a collection of pro­ 
amnesty groups, called it 
“ mere tokenism,’’ and the 
American Legion called it “ un­ 
timely and unwise.” fearing it 
would soften reaction to Jimmy 
Carter’s promised 
Vietnam 
pardons 


The offer was limited to those 
who had already applied for 
Ford's clemency program 
That meant Ford essentially 
reaffirmed his decision to work 
only with the 22.000 people who 
participated in his program 


About 6,000 received pardons. 
13.750 were assigned alternate 
service jobs. 900 were denied 
clemency and 1,000 cases are 
still pending 
The best dis­ 
charge one could get under the 
program had been a clemency 


discharge, which was less than 
honorable 
Ford’s action means those 
combat veterans who were 
wounded or decorated for valor 
again will have their records 
reviewed and. if approved, they 
can get military medical and 
educational benefits as well as 
an honorable discharge. It's es­ 
timated that about 700 veterans 
could be eligible for such ac­ 
tion 
In a letter to Mrs. Hart, Ford 
said he had a “ strong personal 
belief that earned clemency 
was the right approach to heal­ 
ing our country’s Vietnam

HOUSTON (UPI) - A pain- 
killing drug prescribed for in 
juries received in a 1946 plane 
crash may have caused the 
kidney failure that eventually 
killed 
billionaire Howar d 
Hughes. 


According to documents filed 
in court Wednesday, doctors 
who examined Hughes’ body 
said the eccentric recluse used 
the drug phenacetin for 26 years 
before he was induced to stop 


Dr. Jack Titus, a pathologist 
at Baylor College of Medicine 
who peformed an autopsy on 
the corpse la st y ear, said 
Hughes' kidneys were shrunken 
by an ailment that could have 
been caused by the pain killer 
phenacetin 
Titus said such drugs are 
known to damage the kidneys 
and patients who take excessive 
amounts develop kidney prob­ 
lems. 
Hughes died aboard a hospi­ 


tal jet April 5, 1976, during an 
emergency medical flight to 
Houston’s Methodist Hospital. 
Titus, and other doctors who 
exam ined the corpse, said 
Hughes also suffered from 
cancer, a peptic ulcer, badly 
decayed te e th and under­ 
nourishment 


The testimony of the doctors 
was filed in the probate court of 
Judge Pat Gregory. An autopsy 
report released after Hughes’ 
death said he died of chronic 
renal disease — kidney failure. 
Titus quoted Hughes’ doctors 
as describing the eccentric 
recluse as an extremely dif­ 
ficult patient. 


Hughes refused to see a den­ 
tist, refused to submit to 
medical examinations or tests 
and often embarked on erratic 
dieting habits, refusing to drink 
fluids or eat much of anything 
for periods of tim e. Titus 
quoted the doctors. 


Titus said an autopsy was 
necessary 
because Hughes’ 
doctors refused to certify the 
cause of death. 


The doctors told Titus that 
Hughes had eaten little during 
the two or three days before his 
death. During the final 24 hours 
of his life, Hughes was con­ 
fused, Titus quoted the doctors

before he died, Hughes seemed 
to go into shock, his doctors 
said. He died about the same

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Warning sounded 
on saving water 


BERKELEY (UPI) - State water planners have 
calculated that California could withstand a seven-year 
drought. But the problem with that equation is that most 
people refuse to face up to the facts and conserve water. 
That was the warning sounded Wednesday night by 
state Director of Water Resources Ron Robie at a lecture 
sponsored by the University of California's Institute of 
Governmental Relations. 
“If 1978 isn’t wet, California will face critical 
problems,” Robie said, noting that Californians are not 
planning for next year despite the fact that reservoirs 
have sunk to all-time low levels. 
Robie called for a system of water conservation and 
creative, non-traditional approaches to water planning. A 
million acres of water — enough to fill the Auburn Dam — 
could be saved by the year 2000 by a few simple conserva­ 
tion measures, he said 
Those include installation of low flow showers and 
toilets, water saving washing machines and dishwashers 
and insulating pipes. He also mentioned new technology 
to reclaim water, accelerated research on alternative 
methods of cooling power plants and the improvement of 
long-range weather planning 


He blamed the failures of water planning, in part, on 
the U S Bureau of Reclamation, which is not bound by 
state water law The federal agency ‘‘backs off from in­ 
novative problem-solving in favor of building dam s,” 
Robie said

Cabbage with Capers 
‘/z cup chopped onion 
1 clove garlic 
1 whole clove 
2 tbsp bacon drippings 
1 cup chopped cooked ham 
2 tbsp capers 
1 tbsp cider vinegar 
1 cup diced fresh tom atoes 
6 cups shredded cabbage 
1» tsp ground black pepper 
tsp salt 
ty cup stock or water 


l 2 cup soft bread crum bs 
Saute onions, garlic and clove until lim p and tran­ 
sparent, in hot bacon drippings. Add ham , capers, 
vinegar, tom atoes, cabbage, pepper, salt, and w ater or 
stock.

Cover and cook until cabbage is tender, about 10 
m inutes Serves six 


Veal Balls with M ushrooms 
1 lb. ground veal 
1 tsp salt 
‘A tsp garlic powder 
Vi cup milk 
1 egg beaten 
3 tbsp quick-cooking rice cereal 
1 cup chicken or beef bouillon 
2 tsp bottled browning sauce 
2 tbsp cornstarch 
1 can (6 oz.) broiled mushroom crow ns 
broth from m ushroom s to m ake 1 cup 
Vs cup red wine or bouillon 
Hot cooked noodles or rice 
Combine veal, salt, garlic powder, m ilk, egg and 
rice cereal Mix thoroughly and refrigerate about 20 
m inutes.

An Indian pastry, these are best served with hearty 
tea The recipe m akes about 36 pieces. 
1 tsp. saffron 
cup hot water 
1 pkg dry or com pressed yeast 
V« cup w arm , not hot, water 
2 2/3 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
v* tsp salt 
1 Mi cups cold water 
fat or oil for frying 
2 cups white corn syrup 
lVz tsp. ground cardam on 
1 tbsp. lem on juice 
Sprinkle saffron into hot water to soak. Sprinkle 
yeast into warm w ater to soften Sift flour with salt 
and com bine with yeast and cold w ater in m ixing 
bowl, beat until very sm ooth. Stir in the saffron m ix­ 
ture, blending w ell. P lace enough fat or oil in large 
skillet to m ake a depth of about 2 inches; heat to 
m oderate or 350 degrees. P lace batter in funnel with a 
very sm all spout. M oving over the skillet in circles, 
drop batter into spiraled shapes. Cook on each side un­ 
til golden. R em ove and drain on paper tow els. Warm 
syrup in top of double boiler over hot water. Blend

SY valley communities 
also get visitor share 


By KING M E R R IL L 
The Danish-American com­ 
munity of Solvang undoubtedly 
is the Number 1 tourist attrac­ 
tion in the Santa Ynez Valley, 
but three of the area’s older 
towns, Ballard, Santa Ynez and 
Los Olivos can lay claim to 
their just share of visitors. 
Day after day and weekend 
after weekend, huge tour buses 
plus large numbers of travelers 
in cars and rec vehicles des­ 
cend upon the valley, head for 
Solvang and later discover 
the rolling hills and ranch lands 
of the valley and the three com­ 
munities scattered in-between. 
Visitors are enhanced by the 
Danish flavor of Solvang, but 
they also enjoy a taste of a past- 
gone era of the early California 
life which still pervades the 
rural countryside. 
The quiet and uninhibited 
chairm of the days of the great 
ranchos still exists in the areas 
away from the towns In addi­ 
tion to the sprawling horse 
ranches, herds of sleek cattle 
and swine and flocks of sheep 
graze the year around on the 
mesas and irrigated pastures 
Various seasonal crops rang­ 
ing from red, ripe tomatoes, 
hundreds of acres of grapes, 
tall rows of field corn and abun­ 
dant harvests of English 
walnuts in the fall to summer 
production of green and baled 
a lf a lf a 
and 
vegetables add to the delightful 
panorama provided along the 
pathways of the rural Santa 
Ynez Valley community. 
The three "country” towns of 
the valley all came into being 
before the turn of the century 
and all are rich in the area’s 
h is t o r ic a l 
b ack g ro u n d , 
representing various segments 
of the valley’s culture, in­ 
cluding Indian. Spanish, Danish 
and American 
Still retaining the serenity of 
the past. Ballard was founded 
in 1880 
The still-small com­ 
munity was the first to be es­ 
tablished in the valley and the 
seventh 
in Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Ballard’s two chief historical 
attractions are the small 
Ballard School, a typical little 
red schoolhouse which was 
founded in 1883 and which has 
been in continuous use ever 
since, and the pioneer Santa 
Ynez V alley Presbyterian 
Church 
Both are Santa Bar­ 
bara County Historical Land­ 
marks 
T h e 
w h » t e - s t e e p l e d 
Presbyterian Church, now the 
Santa Ynez Valley Chapel, was 
built in 1898 
During the past three years. 
Ballard has grown homewise, 
considerably, with many new 
dwellings occupying land which 
for years had stood as empty 
lots 


Santa Ynez was the second 
town in the Santa Ynez Valley 
to emerge, known as the area’s 
"new town." it was founded in 
1882 and during its early years 
was the social and economic 
hub of the valley In its heydav 
it boasted an array of stores, 
saloons 
and the pretentious 
two-story College Hotel 


Santa Ynez was the principal 
stage stop between the valley 
and Santa Barbara and was 
once a part of the sprawling 
College Ranch

A step into the past is 
provided in modern day Los 
Olivos, founded in 1886- 87 by 
the Los Olivos Land Assn The 
name is Spanish and means 
“ the olives ” Los Olivos \yas 
once a major area stage coach 
stop and southerly terminus of 
the narrow gauge Pacific Coast 
Railway 
Among the principal attrac­ 
tions in Los Olivos today is Mat­ 
tel’s Tavern, whose history 
since its founding in 1886 by 
Felix Mattel has encompassed 
an era spanning the days of the 
stagecoach and narrow gauge 


railroad to today's space age. 
The tavern, which has operated 
from its start without interrup­ 
tion , was dedicated as a Califor­ 
nia State Historical Landmark 
in August of 1963 during an un­ 
usual summer rainstorm. 
Los Olivos has a pair of other 
“ firsts to its credit: it was the 
site of the area s first movie 
theater operating from about

15-year 
redemption 
for bonds 


Pending passage of $690.000 
College School District bond 
measure at an election March 
8, trustees of the district Mon­ 
day night chose to redeem them 
over a 15-year period rather 
than terms of 20 or 25 years. 
District Supt Robert Parsons 
said the board chose the 15-year 
plan realizing that it will “ cost 
more initially but will be far 
less expensive to the taxpayers 
of the district in the long run.” 


Under the 15-year redemp­ 
tion, the bonds would carry an 
interest rate of six per cent and 
would bring a tax rate, at least 
for the first year, of 42 cents. 
Cost of the interest over 15 
years would total $349.200 


The interest rate, tax rate 
and total interest charge for the 
20 and 25-year redemption 
schedule would be, respective­ 
ly, six and quarter per cent, 37 
cents, and $485,000 and six and a 
half per cent, 35 cents and 
$625.300 


Proceeds from the sale of the 
bond will be used to provide two 
additional classrooms at the 
College School; six classrooms 
at the Santa Ynez School, with 
two being converted for library 
use, purchase of a new bus and 
remodeling of the College 
School, a portion of which was 
built in 1938, to bring it up to 
state-mandated standards. 


Trustees also hired the 
architectural firm of Arbogast, 
Jones and Thiess Associates of 
Los Angeles to perform the 
preliminary 
building project 
planning 
Evan Jones, who 
resides in Santa Ynez and who 
has children attending the 
Santa Ynez School, is a member 
of the firm.

Directors of Santa Ynez 
Improvement District No. 1 of 
the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District learned 
Tuesday night that repair work 
is progressing on schedule at 
the 6 5 gallon Zone 2 reservoir 
located along Alamo Pintado 
Road north of Baseline Avenue 
in Ballard. 


District Manager Thomas M 
Petersen reported that a crew 
from the Globe Lining Co., 
started work Monday in install­ 
ing a new liner following emp­ 
tying of the storage facility 
which serves an area compris­ 
ing Ballard, Baseline Ave , the 
Santa Ynez Valley Hospital sec­ 
tor. Santa Ynez Oaks and the 
upper portion of Solvang. 


The heavyweight rubber and 
nylon liner is replacing an 
original liner which was in­ 
stalled when the reservoir was 
built in 1961 


Installation of the new liner is 
part of a two-facet project 
designed to correct a leaking 
condition in the fill of the reser­ 
voir. Already completed has 
been the drilling of a dozen dry 
wells along the east rim of the 
reservoir The dry wells were 
extended below the fill and 
beyond to the native Sisquoc 
formation and filled with gravel 
to provide improved drainage 


Draining of the reservoir to 
permit the placement of the 
new liner has resulted in a cur­ 
tailment of water service to 
agricultural users in the areas 
served by the water storage 
facility 


The entire project is being 
done at a cost of $67.892

CHICAGO (U P I) - Iva 
Toguri D’Aquino, convicted as 
a “ Tokyo Rose” who broadcast 
treason to U.S. troops during 
World War II, today is again an 
American citizen, a “ cheri­ 
shed” privilege taken from her 
27 years ago. 
President Ford pardoned her 
Wednesday, returning her citi­ 
zenship in one of his last acts in 
office. 
The 60-year-old clerk at a 
Chicago Oriental shop thanked 
Ford “ for his compassion and 
sense of fair play” and told 
newsmen, “ The difference now 
is that I have regained my 
American citizenship, a right 
and a privilege I have always 
cherished.” 
She was the only American 
among some seven women who 
were dubbed “ Tokyo Rose” by 
American soldiers listening to 
the Japanese broadcasts of 
music and sweet talk in the 
South Pacific. 
Mrs. D’Aquino was convicted 
Oct. 6,1949, and sentenced to 10 
years imprisonment and fined 
$10,000. She served 6V* years 
before being paroled in 1956. 
She finished paying the fine in 
1975. 
Upon her parole, she was 
threatened with deportation — 
which would have made her “ a 


woman without a country” — 
but she was allowed to stay and 
fought for 21 years for a pardon, 
m aking th ree sep arate 
requests. 
" I have maintained my in­ 
nocence from the very beginn­ 
ing and I consider the pardon to 
be a measure of vindication,” 
Mrs. D’Aquino said in a state­ 
ment. 
Mrs. D’Aquino never ac­ 
knowledged the “ Tokyo Rose” 
title and called herself “ Orphan 
Ann.” She said she was trapped 
in Japan during the war and 
described her experiences 
there as “ a living hell.” 
“ I had no way of getting out,” 
she said. “ I can’t swim the 
Pacific.” 
“ I only mouthed the things 
that were written by the Allied 
prisoners of war.” she said. 
“ Everything was turned over to 
the government. If you can find 
any propaganda material in 
that, I w ill give back the 
citizenship I gained today. 
“ When the incident occurred 
three decades ago people were 
in fear of coming out in sup­ 
port,” she said. “ But now the 
air has changed. This is due, I 
think, to the young people who 
are free thinkers ... little by lit­ 
tle they started to separate the 
mythology from fact.”

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - An 
official of the state university 
and college system met with a 
gubernatorial aide Wednesday 
to seek an increase in Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr.’s proposed 
2.2 per cent wage hike for the 
faculty. 
Marjorie Downing Wagner, 
vice chancellor of faculty and 
state affairs for the state un­ 
iversities and colleges, said the 
faculty should receive an 8.5 
per cent wage increase “ based 
on the cost of living and on the 
erosion of real income over 
eight years.”

— It may not be a good morn­ 
ing, America! Your orange 
juice is being frozen now — on 
the trees. 
And it’s going to cost you. 
The current cold wave is get­ 
ting to Florida’s citrus and 
vegetable crops, which supply 
much of the nation’s tables with 
breakfast juices and winter 
greens. 
Freezing, snowy weather 
Tuesday and Wednesday morn­ 
ings dried up citrus fruits and 
caused most processors to hold 
orange juice concentrate off the 
market Wednesday pending a 
damage assessment. 
Florida Citrus Commissioner 
William Edwards of Dade City 
predicted Florida could lose 40 
per cent of its orange crop. 
Whatever the figure, it ap­ 
peared orange juice would 
follow its companion breakfast 
beverage — coffee — up the 
price escalator. 
Vegetable producers were 
calling the crop-killing cold a 
financial disaster. 
“ Those folks up in the 
northeast who are used to 
eating those nice Florida spring 
vegetables are going to be out 
of luck because there just ain’t 


gonna be any,” said Richard 
Van Brackle, spokesman for 
Florida Fruit and Vegetable As­ 
sociation. 
Citrus growers have been 
aided by an emergency decla­ 
ration from Gov. Reubin Askew 
that allows them to burn high- 
polluting oils, including fires in 
open pans, to heat their groves. 
Cleaner fuel has been in short 
supply. 
In addition, Askew’s order 
relaxes load limit regulations 
for trucks hauling citrus to 
processing plants. Officials 
hope the action will allow the 
citrus industry to salvage more 
of the freeze-damaged fruit. 
The Florida Citrus Commis­ 
sion Wednesday canceled a 
planned $1.4 million advertising 
project and said other cuts 
depended upon how much juice 
would be available. 
Prices on fresh fruit were 
raised immediately.

Seald-Sweet Growers Inc., of 
Tampa, which ships more than 
half of the fresh citrus moved 
from the state, announced a 15- 
to-25-cent increase on each 
carton of fresh fruit and warned 
prices could go up again. 
A spokesman for the food 
division of Coca-Cola Co. said 
the Minute Maid and Snow Crop 
brands of retail frozen juice 
co n ce n tra te have been 
withdrawn from markets until 
further notice to prevent possi­ 
ble inventory shortages.

Most of the watermelons in 
the Immokalee area of south 


Florida are gone, with serious 
damage reported to cabbage, 
cauliflower, carrot and radish 
crops in areas around Sanford 
and Apopka in central Florida.

T h e 
chase ended at Figueroa Street 
and Sunset Boulevard in the 
downtown area when the 
suspect’s car collided with 


another vehicle. 
Cortez was dead at the scene. 
Ayson was in critical condi­ 
tion in the jail ward at County- 
USC Medical Center, where 
police siad he would be booked 
on murder charges. 
Officer Edward J. Ortiz, 31, 
was wounded in the upper left 
arm in the incident. He was in 
satisfacotry conditon at White 
Memorial hospital.

NEW YO RK (U PI) — He was always “ Mr Sunshine,” that rare ballplayer who 
never complained, saw only good in his fellow team m ates and opponents but proved 
tim e and again he was better 
And the youthful enthusiasm for baseball he brought to Chicago for parts of three 
decades as the m ainstay of the often moribund Cubs. Ernie Banks will take with him 
to the Hall of Fam e in Cooperstown, N Y 


The still trim and boyish-looking 46-year-old Banks, who uses the word “ beautiful’’ 
in practically every sentence, was typically ebullient Wednesday after becoming only 
the eighth piayer since the initial Hall of Fam e inductions to be elected in the first 
year of eligibility. 


“ The philosophy . 
my mother taught me has always been. Do everything with a 
sm ile and always have a good thought behind it,” ' said Banks, whose 321 votes easily 
surpassed the 75 per cent (288* necessary for election “ This is the greatest moment 
of my life I felt if I made it the first tim e around, it would be a tremendous thing, but 
if not. I would just hope to make it the next y ear.” 


Banks, the power-hitting shortstop-first baseman for the Chicago Cubs from 1953 
through 1971 who won back-to-back most valuable player awards in 1958 and ’59. was 
the only player elected in the annual balloting by the Baseball W riters Association of 
America.

Cycles, buggies forbidden 
— but why, where and how?

It was a sunny weekend last Saturday and Sunday at Surf 
Beach That is a fact 
What happened over the weekend at Su rf9 Choose one 
Version “ A’’—A series of cops-and-robbers type chases 
took place along the coast, with illegal off-road recreation 
vehicles eluding Vandenberg A FB game wardens in each 
episode 
Version “ B ’’~ S u rf Beach was its usual calm and serene 
stretch of coastline, with no known illegal off-road vehicle 
activity at all 


Version A is from the base Security Police office. Version 
B is from the base Public Information O ffice (PIO ). 
Other than the weather, the only facts that are certain are 
that it is strictly illegal to drive a dune buggy, three-wheeler, 
m otorcycle or other motor-driven vehicle along the base 
coastline, which includes Surf. And that there was at least 
some illegal off-road vehicle activity at Surf over the 
weekend (I saw it). 


People driving vehicles on the beach at Surf might possibly 
plead ignorance of the law A large billboard-type sign was 
once posted near the shoreline, opposite the Surf train sta­ 
tion The sign warned that no motor-driven vehicles are per­ 
mitted on the beach, by order of the Base Commander That 
sign, generally ignored by beach drivers, no longer stands 
How or why it cam e down is not known People at the PIO, 
Base Game Warden’s office and Security Police office were 
unaware that the sign was down 
W hat’s going on at Surf? Inquiries were made last week, in 
an attem pt to get brief caption information for a photograph 
taken by a Record photographer on a recent non-assignment 
visit to Surf 
Are off-road vehicles (we’ll call them O RV’s) illegal on 
the beach? Why? Have there been com plaints, arrests, 
citations9 What happened to the sign? 
Phone calls to the Base PIO, Base Gam e Warden dnd Base 
Security Police resulted in contradictory information. 
The PIO said there have been no complaints received, but 
that there were penalties for ORV driving on the beach, if it 
were to occur Civilians would be issued a citation; m ilitary 
personnel would be cited for disobeying a direct order 
A person m the Security Police said, “ W e’ve got problems 
(with O RV ’s) on Saturdays and Sundays The desk sergeant 
has had com plaints ” 


He also said that spot checks are made on the Surf area, 
and that, because of the “ problem s” in recent weeks, the 
area would see extra checks or patrols over the weekend 
Finally, a call to the Base Gam e Warden’s office yielded 
the information that the area is “ checked on a daily basis ” 
Also that there had been com plaints about O RV ’s, and that 
there had been “ two apprehensions for vehicles, within the 
last 45 days. ” 
The reason that O RV ’s are banned, the W arden’s office 
said, is because Surf is a wildlife control area, a nesting area 
for sea terns, who are adversely affected by ORV-type a c­ 
tivity. 
(There are two designated areas on Base for ORV’s, but 
they are not open to civilians, and they do not include 
beaches i 
The W arden’s office confirmed that there would be extra 
patrols or checks of the coast area over the weekend 
Follow-up calls were made last Monday to the Security 
Police and Warden’s offices. 
From the Security Police Office cam e the information that 
the area had been patrolled, and that “ There were half a 
dozen incidents” of game wardens in four-wheel-drive vehi­ 
cles pursuing illegal O RV’s along Surf and Minuteman 
(north Vandenberg) beaches.

Sonic fans love 
fattest mascot 


SEATTLE (UPI) — Overlooked in the draft and unsigned as a 
free agent, the latest Seattle SuperSonic regular never gets into a 
game, but he is without question the biggest crowd-pleaser in the 
NBA 
Biggest? Well, you have to give the nod to a guy with a 76-inch 
waist. 
That’s the Wheedle, a modem fairytale character adopted as 
Seattle's mascot, and he’s a lot more fun than just some bozo in an 
airplane getup flapping his way down an aisle like an awkward owl 
The Wheedle is a golden-furred, roly-poly creature that looks like 
the standup offspring of a bear and a sasquatch who mated in the 
minds of creators Steve Cosgrove and Robin James 
“I know there's a man inside that costume,” confided one 
delighted middle-aged woman at a recent Sonics game “ But I like 
to pretenci it’s really alive.’’ 
With his snowman shape decked out in a No. 0 Seattle uniform 
complete with an extra large Slick Watts headband, the Wheedle 
waddles the sidelines during the game, usually trailed like the Pied 
Piper by a gaggle of kids who love him more than the team. 
Inside all that fur and foam rubber is Ron Pederson, a young 
Seattle carpenter known to his friends as a soft-spoken, even meek 
guy — until he becomes the Wheedle 
“You become so involved with it that you forget who you are,” 
he admitted. “You find yourself thinking that you are the Wheedle 
and it's not acting anymore. It’s kind of scary at times. 
“We thought of it as being a kind of futzy. fat character doing all 
kinds of funny things I try to emulate the movements of a fat 
person The only thing I don’t enjoy about the costume is the heat 
I've lost about 10 pounds during a parade ” 
A Wheedle costume built by Robin’s mother lasts about a year. It 
stretches to 6-foot-4. weighs 85 pounds and is not your ordinary kid­ 
dy character suit As an illusion “safeguard” there are no visible 
seams, zippers, snaps, face screens or other un-Wheedle parts 
“It just becomes real,’’ said Cosgrove. 31, who started writing 
kid’s books three years ago with “The Wheedle on the Needle” 
after a career that spanned everything from children’s theater to 
the ready-mix concrete business 


“Adults all have that little bit of kid in them,’’ he added. “That’s 
why we put in the safeguards, so as not to destroy the illusion, 
because illusion and dreaming are something that's so beautiful.” 
Cosgrove decided the Wheedle, who talks in his book, must be 
mute in public. 


“The Wheedle never talks, never says a word,” he explained “ I 
won t allow him to because everyone has a conception in their own 
mind's ear of what he sounds like. If he speaks, one guy might say. 
‘Yeah That’s right.’ But it might clash with some else’s idea ” 


Cosgrove and Pederson arrive an hour before each Sonics game 
and prepare the Wheedle for action 
“ When I first started doing it I guess I didn t have the move­ 
ments right because some of the kids would be frightened.” said 
Pederson “But I learned to overcome that by being a little bit shy 
myself and showing them I was as afraid of them as they were of 
me Now they seem to take to me right away.” 
So much so that the Wheedle sometimes gets into trouble when 
he is surrounded by a pack of grabby kids and can’t see what's hap­ 
pening because of the costume’s tunnel vision 
“I can’t see down over my stomach real well,” said Pederson 
“Some little kids might be around my feet and if I’m not careful. I 
step on them When it gets to be a big crowd, I get kind of 
claustrophobic.” 
That's when Cosgrove steps in to gently pry off a few admirers 
and let the Wheedle move to courtside where he’s safe. 
“Every once in a while there will be a kid punching me or kick­ 
ing me," Pederson said “I reach out and shake his hand and 
squeeze it kind of hard to let him know I am more powerful than he 
thinks " 


The main problems come from teen-agers who feel they’re too 
old to believe in the Wheedle but want to interact with him in some 
showoff way that usually ends in harassment. 
But most kids are kind and only want a hug or recognition, like 
the five-year-old who saved up his allowance for a couple of weeks 
to buy the Wheedle a soft drink The little guy nearly cried when 
the Wheedle tried to give it back so Pederson had to sneak it to 
Cosgrove a few minutes later. 
Pederson, who doesn’t care for the drink, downed it anyway in 
his dressing room after the game just because he thought the kid 
was so nice

A rare occurence in the world 
of bass fishing has been taking 
place at Lake Cachuma in the 
last week. Over 40 per cent of 
the bass caught are of the 
smallmouth vairety. Usually 
the percentage is under 20. Still, 
despite the presence of smaller 
bass, the average stays up 
around two pounds. 
Trout from the double plant 
last week are still showing up, 
as all-around trout fishing has 
improved Trout can be picked 
up by any of the popular fishing 
methods, but the one producing 
the biggest fish is trolling A 
three-pounder was caught out 
by the island using this method. 
If you are going for limits, the 
best bet is fishing from the 
banks near the loading ramp. 
Red ear fishing has really sl­ 
acked off in the last week The 
fish have moved off Jackrabbit 
Flats and to a remote section 
called Tecolote Tunnel 
Lake Lopez was scheduled for 
a plant last week, but the fish 
never arrived. This leaves con­ 
ditions there very poor The 
bass aren't biting because the 
water is too cold for them and 
the crappie and bluegill have 
scattered 
Marine biologists working for 
the DFG stocked salmon in 
freshwater streams two years 
ago, in hopes that after they 
returned to the ocean, they 
would come back and spawn in 
the streams. 
The program , using tax­ 
payers’ money of course, may 
have turned into a big bust No 
salmon have returned to the 
streams, and few have been 
caught in the ocean But the 
DFG will go at it again this 
year, planting the salmon in the 
Santa Margarita Lagoon, where 
they claim the conditions are 
more ideal 
Santa Barbara’s Sea Landing 
is still getting a high percen­ 
tage of red snapper in their 
rock cod catch It hit as high as 
75 per cent a week ago, but now 
is down to a still respectable 50 
per cent

NEW YORK (UPI) - Herbie 
Stein leads a double life and 
he’s so accustomed to both, 
he’d be lost if they took one 
away. 
For 24 years now, he has been 
a major league scout, mostly 
for the Minnesota Twins, and 
for 22 of those years, he also has 
been a member of New York’s 
Transit Police Department, 
working on the Pickpocket 
Squad. 
Somehow the two jobs never 
have conflicted, chiefly because 
Herbie Stein has one of those 
iron constitutions along with a 
will to match. He worked the 6 
a.m. to 2 p m. shift for years on 
his police job so that he was 
able to scout any game in the 
metropolitan area that began at 
3 or 4 p.m , or later in the even­ 
ing at 8. Now he works midnight 
to 8 a m steady and that leaves 
him all the extra time he needs, 
too 
He and his partner, James 
Armstrong, were driving to 
their next assignment at 5 in the 
morning the other day and the 
snow was coming down hard 
when they got a call on the two- 
way radio of their squad car 
“Car 398 ... Car 398.” came 
the call 
Herbie Stein picked up the 
hand mike 
“ 398, go ahead,” he said. 
“Have report of a 10-34 at 
Woodhaven Blvd and Jamaica 
Ave Looks like a stabbing by 
two youths on the subway sta­ 
tion there ... respond im­ 
mediately.” 
Herbie Stein gave the police 
dispatcher a 10-4, signifying he 
and his partner were on their 
way to the scene, and when they 
arrived there, they found a man 
lying in the snow, bleeding 
Two other policemen were 
there already and they told 
Stein and Armstrong that the 
41-year-old victim had been 
mugged and robbed by two 
younger men, who stabbed him 
once in the back, again in the 
stomach and then fled on foot 
The two cops who had arrived 
first found tracks in the snow 
leading to an apartment house 
PflftONM

not far away. Herbie Stein and 
Armstrong followed the tracks 
and apprehended a 17-year-old 
inside the house. Then, acting 
upon 
information 
received, 
they were able to track down 
the youth who allegedly did the 
actual knifing. He was 20, and 
after they got him out of bed 
and down to the precinct, 
witnesses came forth to iden­ 
tify him. 
“It wasn’t anything that un­ 
usual,” says 59-year-old Her­ 
bie Stein. “Just another day’s 
work.” 
Herbie Stein’s record with 
the Transit Police is excellent, 
the same as his record is in 
baseball. 
As a shortstop, he never 
made it to the majors, but he 
put in 12 years in the minors, 
playing in such places as 
Milford, Del , Greenville, S.C., 
Erwin. Tenn., Chattanooga, 
Charlotte, N.C., and Pough­ 
keepsie and Binghamton, N Y 
When he finished playing, he 
managed Stamford. Conn., of 
the Colonial League and Jes­ 
sup, Ga., of the Georgia State 
League, after which he began 
scouting for the Washington 
Senators in 1961. When the 
Senators moved to Minnesota, 
Stein was retained as a scout by 
the Twins and it was while he 
was employed by them they 
signed five-time batting champ 
Rod Carew 
Three years ago, the Twins, 
like many other clubs, trimmed 
their scouting staff and joined 
the Major League Scouting 
Bureau, to which most clubs 
belong The Twins recommend­ 
ed Stein to the bureau, run by 
Jim Wilson and Don Prios, and 
he was taken on in 1974 
Only a short time before, he 
had received the A B “Turk” 
Karam Award here as Scout of 
the Year and during the sum­ 
mer of 1975 Stein received a let­ 
ter of commendation from 
Prios that said.

OSHA’s sisters 


From the findings of a new 
General Accounting Office 
report, we would gather the 
import of OSHA findings are 
relative mainly according to 
the 
rela tio n sh ip 
of the 
workplace to the bureaucracy 
running the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Indeed, according to this 
GAO investigation, no fewer 
than seven federal agencies 
which employ more than one 
half of all civilian employes of 
the federal government have 
roundly ignored OSHA cita­ 
tions for violations in their 
employment practices. 
The 
report concludes that federal 
workplaces, including of all 
places the Department of 
Labor, have thousands of con­ 
ditions that have not met 
safety and health standards. 
The stan d ard s w ere e s ­ 
tablished by the way, with the 
indefatigable help, of the 
Department of Labor, and 
have been jealously protected 
by that agency against any ef­ 
forts at changing or modifying 
them. 


Apparently unannounced 
visits to 30 randomly chosen 
federal locations turned up 
some 1,400 OSHA violations 


which, if fined according to 
the laws governing private in­ 
dustry, would amount to more 
than $90,000 in fines and 
penalties. Unfortunately for 
the workers, OSHA has no en­ 
forcement power over sister 
federal agencies and so is un­ 
able to force compliance with 
its standards for health and 
safety. With no particular cor­ 
relation intended, it should be 
noted there were 175,955 
reported work-related injuries 
and illnesses among federal 
employes in 1974, in addition to 
229 deaths, also work-related. 
We weren’t aware OSHA has 
no authority in protecting 
federal employes and so aren’t 
too surprised to learn that in 
conjunction with the GAO 
report goes a recommendation 
to Congress that OSHA be 
given that authority im ­ 
mediately, with all violations 
to be reported to Congress for 
the appropriate action. After 
all, with approximately one in 
e v e r y 
f our A m e r i c a n s 
employed in some way by the 
federal government, isn’t it 
high time the standards for 
safety and health apply to all 
rather than protect only those 
in the private sector? We 
believe it is.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
CIA fabricates a story 


W ASH INGTON - T he C e n tra l 
Intelligence Agency asked one of its 
Cuban operatives to help fabricate a 
story about Lee Harvey Oswald during 
the investigation of the John F Kennedy 
assassination, the Cuban has told con­ 
gressional investigators 
In 
a n 
e a r l i e r 
column, we reported 
that the sam e witness 
claimed he had met 
the accused assassin 
in Dallas in the com­ 
pany of a CIA agent 
three months before 
Kennedy was killed. 
We identified the 
witness only as Mr X 
because of attem pts 
on his life. But we 
h a v e 
s tu d ie d h is 
detailed, confidential 
statem ents to congres­ 
sional investigators 
They interviewed him 
three tim es, cross- 
examining him close­ 
ly. He gave them such specific informa­ 
tion that they concluded he was a 
“credible” witness. 


He told of meeting his CIA contact in 
the lobby of a Dallas office building in 
August. 1963 
“ This time he brought 
another guy,” recounted Mr. X. “The 
guy never talked.’’ 
Mr. X explained that he had trained 
himself, as an underground leader, to 
memorize the characteristics of people 
he met. He immediately recognized the 
CIA agent’s companion after seeing 
Oswald on television following the Ken­ 
nedy assassination. 
Not long afterward, the CIA contact 
made a strange request of Mr X There 
had been a report that Oswald had met a 
Cuban couple in Mexico. “ You have a 
cousin working for Cuban intelligence in 
Mexico.” the CIA agent said “ Why don’t 
you just ask him, saying we’ll bribe him, 
if he said it was really him that Oswald 
m et." 
It isn’t clear from the confidential 
transcripts why the CIA would want to 
fabricate this evidence. Perhaps the CIA 
could have sought to tie Kennedy’s killer 
to the Castro government. 
In any event, the CIA agent called off 
the scheme, and Mr. X “ never did talk to 
his cousin.” according to a summary of 
the interview. It should be stressed that 
the interview in no way implicates the 
CIA in the Kennedy killing. 
The mystery witness first met his CIA 
contact in Havana before the United 
States broke off relations with Cuba Mr. 
X had helped to organize a group of bank 
accountants, who embezzled funds from 
the Castro regime to finance anti-Castro 
causes 
The agent, who used the name Morris 
Bishop, recruited Mr. X to plan an at­ 
tempt on Castro's life The plotters plan­ 
ned to fire a bazooka from a nearby 
apartm ent while Castro was delivering 
one of his marathon speeches. 
The plot was discovered by C astro’s 
police, and Mr. X escaped to Miami. He 
continued for a dozen more years to 
work with Bishop in the anti-Castro un­ 


derground 
During Castro’s 1971 visit to Chile, Mr. 
X tried again to knock him off. The plot­ 
ters included a Venezuelan security 
agent, named Louis Posada Carriles, 
who was supposed to provide forged 
documents laying the blame on the 
Soviets This plot, too, fell through. 
Only a few weeks ago, the same 
Posada was indicted in Venezuela on 
m urder charges in connection with the 
crash of a Cuban jetliner. 
Mr X said he worked for the CIA until 
1973 for expenses. When the relationship 
was term inated in 1973, he said. Morris 
Bishop paid him a lump $253.000 in cash 
for past services. 
CALL GIRL TRADE. Women who 
take up the world’s oldest profession, 
like most other career seekers who want 
to get ahead in life, are looking for 
“higher income and an independent, ex­ 
citing life-style.” 


These are the “ m ajor motivating fac­ 
tors.” which lead women into prostitu­ 
tion So concludes a scholarly study of 
call girls and streetw alkers, which has 
just been completed at the taxpayers’ ex­ 
pense. 
Two distinguished researchers from 
the University of Washington, Dr. Jen­ 
nifer Jam es and Jane Meyerding, were 
assigned to find out why women become 
prostitutes 
Their findings will be 
published shortly in a 32-page document, 
which has been bootlegged to us before it 
goes to press. 
Not only do women become prostitutes 
for the same underlying motives that 
“ some people become lawyers,” ac­ 
cording to the learned ladies from Seat­ 
tle, but the profession requires little 
schooling. 
For the pay, there are “ virtually no 
other occupations available’’ to women 
of modest skills, the researchers note. 
They conclude that prostitution will 
flourish as long as there is “ a consumer 
demand.” As they put it, “ Economics is 
the pervasive theme of prostitution.” 
The study also dispels old wives’ tales 
about “ fallen women,” who sell sex 
because they hate men or have abnormal 
sex drives or are forced into the business 
by “ the coercion of brutal pimps.” 
Customers who expect to find true love 
for their money can forget it. “ Most 
prostitutes see their sexual activities 
with customers as purely business and 
usually get no sexual pleasure from 
them .’* 
Y e t p r o s t i t u t e s w ho d e v e lo p 
relationships after business hours tend to 
have a b e tte r love life than non­ 
prostitutes. according to a study cited by 
the authors. 
They found that some prostitutes 
prefer streetwalking to the wife-mother 
role 
Indeed, a project to convert 
streetwalkers into homemakers was a 
complete flop. Yet most iadies of the 
night “ stated that lowered self-esteem 
was an effect” of prostitution. 
Finally. Dr. Jam es and Ms. Meyerding 
reached the clinical conclusion that “all 
women must somehow come to term s 
with the fact that their personal value is 
often considered as inseparable from 
their sexual value ”

her sock 
The plane carrying the group left from 
Vandenberg Air Field, but returned to 
Los 
Angeles 
International 
Airport, 
where they boarded two Lompoc Unified 
School District buses for the 150-mile 
ride to Lompoc. 
Parker says he bumped into a woman 
in the grocery store the other day who 
was a clarinet player in the orchestra. 
“She told me the band and the trip were 
the highlights of her life.” 
P a rk e r recalls that the Record 
got behind the fund-raising campaign to 
raise money for the trip “The whole 
Valley got behind the effort," he said 
There was money coming from Chula 
Vista, from a place in the State of 
W ashington, and he re c a lls . “ A 
youngster in Santa Maria taped some 
dimes to a postcard — that really broke 
me up .” 
Parker was on a three-member steer­ 
ing committee that also included Mel 


Wilde, now assistant superintendent, and 
Cliff Vidger. the band instructor. They 
selected the chaperones and helped 
organize the fund-raising. In six weeks 
they raised about $19,000. including 
$3.000 from Johns-Manville and about 
$1.500 from the Board of Supervisors, 
Parker says. 
Parker recalls that women held bake 
sales, there were proceeds from dances 
and every conceivable fund-raising 
project was developed to aid the cause. 
They paid $14,000 to charter a plane 
and got free board and lodging because 
of the generosity of the federal bureau of 
prisons. 
When it was all over they had about 
$1.200 left, and that was held in trust for 
a number of years until it was finally 
donated to aid the purchase of uniforms 
for a local drum and bugle corps. 
Lom poc H igh School Band w as 
selected, Parker recalls, as one of the 
two high school aggregations from 
C a lif o r n ia . T h e L o m p o c g ro u p 
represented Southern California, 
the 
other group, the northern

Virginia Payette 
A family 
picture 


H ere’s a thought to warm the cockles 
on ei cold winter night: the American 
family isn’t in such bad shape as some 
folks would have you believe. 
Weep not over statistics that seem to 
spell out its disintegration. Sigh no more 
for the “good old days” when grannies 
and maiden aunts helped parents create 
the typical family of popular folklore. 
It never, if you can believe sociologist 
Mary Jo Bane, existed. Not the way we 
picture it anyway: a glowing Grandma 
Moses tableau with everybody pitching 
in to dust the parlor, peel potatoes, and 
change diapers. 
There were fam ilies like that, of 
course. They called them “big” back 
then; today we have a fancier name: 
“extended.” But, Miss Bane contends in 
a new book, “ Here to Stay,” they 
weren’t as common as nostalgia buffs 
rem em ber them. 
The average family, she says, was 
always “nuclear” — just Mom and Pop 
and the kids. 
According to her book, the first 
national census in 1790 reported the 
average household had 5 8 people, which 
isn't even in the same league with those 
cheaper-by-the-dozen 
households 
of 
stage and screen fame. 
On the average, old-fashioned families 
didn’t get any bigger in the next couple of 
centuries, either. And Miss Bane doesn’t 
think they were anywhere near as blis­ 
sful as historians make them out to be 
For one thing, children didn’t always 
live with both parents. Mothers and 
fathers died off as fast in the old days as 
they divorce each other today. 
With the result, she argues, that the 
proportion of youngsters hit with what 
sociologists call “ a parental disruption” 
has actually gone down in the last 100 
years 
Which, according to Miss Bane, means 
that even though the divorce rate has 
risen in the last few years, more children 
now are living with at least one parent 
than ever before 
She is not happy about the fact that 40 
per cent of American m arriages end up 
in the courts But she doesn’t think it’s 
necessarily fatal to the future of the 
family. 
We are. she warns, too quick to think 
of any change in the parental structure 
as a signal that the family foundation is 
developing a crack Not so, she says. 
“ Don’t forget, rem arriages are runn­ 
ing neck and neck with divorces. It is not 
marriage itself that is rejected; it is the 
specific m arital partner ” 
Miss Bane doesn’t stay awake nights 
worrying about the declining birthrate, 
either The way she sees it, that doesn’t 
mean the family as an institution is on 
the rocks. 
It ju st m ea n s that p eople 
nowadays prefer sm aller families. 
Smaller and more of them. A 1975 sur­ 
vey reported that at least 95 per cent of 
m a rrie d w om en p lanned to have 
children, preferably no more than two or 
three. That left only 5 per cent who 
wished to remain childless, which Miss 
Bane says is the lowest proportion ever 
recorded 
And as far as she’s concerned, this is a 
plus factor in the future of American 
families. Parents with fewer children 
can do better by them, both financially 
and emotionally 
As for working mothers, well, that’s a 
“challenge,” all right But here again 
she's optimistic, even about statistics 
that show 42 per cent of mothers have 
jobs today, compared to only 14 7 per 
cent in 1940 
She cites studies that the difference in 
the hours working mothers and nonwork­ 
ing mothers spend with their children is 
“ surprisingly sm all.” 


Our children may not be getting the 
same upbringing we did. Miss Bane ad­ 
mits. but that’s not because Mom works. 
It’s because she’s getting so much help 
from the school and the tv set. 


It’s comforting to hear that even 
though today’s family may be small, it’s 
not puny That it’s still one of the best 
things going for anyone who begins to 
fidgit when the tube says, “ It’s 10 
o’clock 
do you know where your 
children are0” 


And that it’s still there.
